Madam  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

In  accordance  with  my  statutory  duty  as  your  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1957. 

The  contents  of  this  report  have  been  compiled  in  accordance  with 
the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  No.  1 /58  dated  13th  January,  1958. 

The  most  noteworthy  epidemic  was  the  outbreak  of  Asian  Influenza 
which  also  affected  the  rest  of  the  country,  spreading  from  the  North. 
Outbreaks  occurred  in  the  Far  East  in  April,  May  and  June  and  cases 
began  occurring  in  Kettering  in  September.  Several  of  the  local  prac- 
titioners acted  as  ‘spotters’  since  it  is  not  ordinarily  notifiable.  Initial 
cases  were  visited  and  pathological  specimens  forwarded  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  for  investigation.  Most  of  the  cases  were  clinically 
mild  with  severe  headache,  generalised  pain  and  fever,  although  many 
old  people  died  The  explosive  nature  of  the  outbreak  was  noteworthy. 
During  the  last  week  in  September  there  was  a 30%  increase  in  claims 
for  sickness  benefit.  Absentees  from  the  local  schools  amounted  to  20% 
and  figures  for  absence  up  to  10%  were  reported  by  principal  local 
factories.  20%  of  the  nursing  staff  of  the  Kettering  General  Hospital 
were  affected. 

Ten  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  including  two  family 
outbreaks.  Seven  cases  were  due  to  Salmonella  heidelberg  and  symptoms 
were  mainly  mild.  For  this  reason  the  term  food  infection  or  salmon- 
ellosis is  to  be  preferred.  This  particular  organism  seems  to  be  on  the 
increase  in  many  areas  and  its  origin  has  so  far  not  been  determined. 

Clearance  of  houses  unfit  for  human  habitation  has  proceeded 
smoothly  but  rather  slowly  due  to  staff  shortage.  In  all,  seven  clearance 
areas  comprising  twenty  houses,  eight  individually  unfit  houses  and 
twenty-two  houses  in  the  ownership  of  the  Council  were  officially  re- 
presented. This  entailed  the  rehousing  of  122  persons. 

Much  time  was  spent  on  inspections  concerning  the  issue  of  Certif- 
icates of  Disrepair  under  the  Rent  Act,  1957.  The  rather  complicated 
procedure  was  carried  out  smoothly. 

The  past  year  has  been  a lively  one  for  the  medical  press  and  when 
the  various  topics  are  considered  it  would  appear  that  most  of  the  ills 
which  beset  us  nowadays  stem  from  our  living  in  an  age  of  surfeit  rather 
than  shortage.  Too  much  fatty  food  is  causing  increased  heart  disease  in 
the  middle  aged  with  sedentary  and  worrying  occupations.  Too  much 
cigarette  smoking  is  causing  an  increase  in  lung  cancer  ; too  manv 
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motor-cars  are  choking  the  roads  and  polluting  the  air  we  breathe  ; and 
of  course  too  much  televiewing  is  causing  our  muscles  to  waste  and  our 
social  contacts  to  diminish. 

Conclusion 

Co-operation  with  members  of  the  medical  and  ancillary  profes- 
sions in  the  district  has  been  maintained,  and  in  particular  I would  like 
to  mention  the  usefulness  which  membership  of  the  Control  of  Infection 
Sub-Committee  of  the  Kettering  and  District  Hospital  Management 
Committee  has  afforded. 

Finally  I wish  to  thank  all  members  of  the  staff  for  their  loyal  and 
efficient  service  throughout  the  year.

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I.  STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


Population.  (Table  1,  page  28).  The  Registrar-General’s  estimate 
of  the  resident  population  for  the  mid  year  1957  is  37,250  and  the  vital 
statistics  in  this  report  are  based  on  this  figure. 

The  population  at  the  1951  census  was  36,817. 


Births.  (Tables  1 and  2,  page  28).  Five  hundred  and  forty-one 
births  (287  males  and  254  females)  were  registered.  This  gives  a crude 
birth-rate  of  14.52  per  thousand  of  the  total  population,  compared  with 
13.79  in  1956.  The  corrected  birth-rate,  i.e.  that  rate  which  would  be 
arrived  at  if  the  age  and  sex  constitution  of  the  population  of  this 
district  was  in  the  same  proportion  as  the  rest  of  England  and  Wales, 
is  15.54  compared  with  16.1  for  England  and  Wales.  Twenty-six  births 
were  illegitimate,  15  males  and  11  females. 

There  were  7 still-births  (6  males  and  1 female).  This  gives  a 
still-birth  rate  of  12.77  per  1,000  total  births  and  0.19  per  1,000 
papulation. 

The  Registrar- General’s  area  comparability  factor  for  the  adjust- 
ment of  the  birth-rate  is  1.07. 


Deaths.  (Tables  1 and  3,  page  28  and  Table  6 page  30).  Four 
hundred  and  sixteen  deaths  were  registered  of  which  219  were  males 
and  197  females.  Twenty-one  residents  died  outside  the  Borough  and 
237  non-residents  died  within  the  Borough.  The  crude  death-rate  is 
therefore  11.17  compared  with  11.98  in  1956.  The  corrected  death-rate, 
i.e.  the  rate  which  would  be  arrived  at  if  the  age  and  sex  constitution  of 
the  population  of  this  district  was  in  the  same  proportion  as  the  rest  of 
England  and  Wales,  is  11.06  compared  with  11.5  for  England  and 
Wales. 

The  Registrar-General’s  area  comparability  factor  for  the  adjust- 
ment of  the  death-rate  is  0.99. 

Table  24  page  50  gives  details  of  the  deaths  from  cancer  since  1947. 


Maternal  Mortality.  (Table  4,  page  29).  It  is  very  gratifying  to 
report  that  for  the  fifteenth  successive  year  there  has  been  no  maternal 
death  in  the  Borough. 


Infant  Mortality.  The  infant  mortality  rate,  which  is  the  death-rate 
of  children  under  1 year  of  age  per  1,000  live  births,  is  shown  in  Table 
5,  page  29,  in  comparison  with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales.  In  con- 
sidering the  rate  for  Kettering,  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  on 
account  of  the  annual  number  of  live  births  being  only  approximately 
500,  each  infantile  death  shows  as  approximately  2 in  the  infant  mor- 
tality rate  which  is  calculated  per  1,000  live  births.  Table  7,  page  31 
shows  the  causes  of  deaths  of  infants. 
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State  of  Employment.  The  Kettering  Employment  Exchange 
covers  the  Borough  of  Kettering,  the  Urban  Districts  of  Burton  Latimer, 
Desborough  and  Rothwell  and  a number  of  the  villages  in  the  Kettering 
Rural  District,  and  the  following  statistics  therefore  refer  to  the  whole 
of  the  Exchange  area  and  are  in  the  respect  of  persons  18  years  of  age 
and  over.  A very  large  percentage  of  the  men  and  women  referred  to,  do, 
however,  reside  in  the  Borough.

Some  underemployment  continues  to  be  experienced  in  the  boot 
and  shoe  industry.  There  is  slackness  in  the  building  trade  and  some 
craftsmen  and  labourers  have  been  redundant.  Shortage  of  work  is  also 
being  experienced  in  ironstone  mining  as  a result  of  which  the  labour 
force  has  been  reduced.  The  number  of  vacancies  outstanding  has  shown 
a considerable  decrease  during  the  year  and  there  is  a particular  shortage 
of  men’s  unskilled  vacancies. 

Meteorology.  (Table  8,  page  31).  This  information  is  included  in 
this  report  for  the  fourth  year  and  comparable  figures  for  last  year  are 
shown.  The  total  recorded  rainfall  for  the  year  was  25.02  inches  com- 
pared with  24.55  inches  in  1956,  21.8  inches  in  1955  and  33.33  inches 
in  1954.  The  wettest  month  was  September  and  driest  April.  The 
heaviest  recorded  rainfall  in  24  hours  was  1.21  inches  on  25th  Septem- 
ber. No  rainfall  was  recorded  on  179  days  as  compared  with  161  days 
in  1956  and  199  days  in  1955. 

The  highest  temperature  recorded  was  88°F.  on  28th  June  and 
the  lowest  22°F.  on  2nd  and  3rd  December.

A W.C.  was  installed  in  the  Gentle- 
men’s Convenience  and  extensions  and  re-roofing  carried  out  to  the 
Ladies’  Convenience. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  an  improvement  was  made  in  the 
cleansing  arrangements  for  the  unattended  Public  Conveniences 
throughout  the  town  and  these  are  now  inspected  and  cleansed  twice 
per  day  instead  of  once  as  hitherto. 

It  is  anticipated  that  hand  rinse  basins  will  be  provided  in  all 
public  conveniences  early  in  1958. 

Private  Street  Works.  During  the  year  the  unmade  portion  of 
Piper’s  Hill  Road  was  made  up  under  the  Private  Street  Works  Act, 
1892,  and  a foul  sewer  was  laid  in  Byron  Road. 
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District  Inspection.  The  work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  is 
summarised  in  table  9 page  32.  Four  thousand  nine  hundred  and  four- 
teen inspections  and  visits  were  made  during  1957  as  compared  with 
3,751  in  1956. 

Factories.  Table  12,  page  35  gives  particulars  of  premises  on  the 
register  and  work  done  under  the  Factories  Acts  1937  and  1948,  in  the 
form  prescribed  by  the  Ministry  of  Labour  and  National  Service. 

Camping  Sites.  No  sites  in  the  area  were  used  for  holiday  camping 
purposes  during  1957. 

The  Northampton  Road  site  which  is  used  by  travelling  Fairs  was 
kept  under  sanitary  supervision  during  the  time  it  was  used. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools.  There  were  30,670  attendances  at  the 
Council’s  Open  Air  Bath  compared  with  12,340  during  the  previous 
year. 

The  attendance  at  the  Council’s  Covered  Swimming  Bath  was 
73,256,  including  11,431  from  schools  as  compared  73,428  and  12,626 
respectively  for  1956. 

The  Slipper  Baths  were  used  by  23,040  as  compared  with  22,701 
in  the  previous  year. 

Nine  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the  Council’s  Swimming 
Baths  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and  very  satis- 
factory reports  thereon  were  received. 

Two  samples  taken  from  the  Paddling  Pool  in  Rockingham  Road 
Park  were  reported  as  “Unsatisfactory  water  with  evidence  of  faecal 
pollution.” 

A sample  of  water  taken  from  the  Wicksteed  Park  Children’s 
Paddling  Pool  was  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and  was 
reported  to  be  very  satisfactory. 


Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949.  (Table  10,  page  34). 
During  the  year  253  applications  for  the  services  of  the  Rodent  Oper- 
ative were  received.  It  is  gratifying  to  record  that  occupiers  of  premises 
where  infestations  exist  or  are  suspected,  continue  to  seek  the  early 
assistance  of  the  Public  Health  Department  and  by  so  doing  enable  any 
infestations  to  be  quickly  eradicated. 

Seven  major  rat  infestations  were  found  and  dealt  with.  Despite 
being  under  constant  supervision  four  of  the  major  infestations  occurred 
at  refuse  tips.  The  others  occurred  on  the  outskirts  of  the  district.  Prompt 
treatment  quickly  removed  the  infestations. 

Eight  infestations  by  rats  and  12  by  mice  were  dealt  with  at  food 
premises. 

One  infestation  occurred  through  defective  sewers  and  drains  and 
upon  the  necessary  repairs  being  executed  no  more  rats  have  been  seen 
at  the  premises  involved. 
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IV.  HOUSING 


Individual  Unfit  Houses.  Table  13,  page  37  shows  the  houses 
which  have  been  officially  represented  as  unfit  under  Section  11  of  the 
Housing  Act,  1936  and  for  which  undertakings  have  been  accepted, 
prior  to  1957,  that  they  will  not  be  let  for  human  habitation. 

Table  18  page  43  shows  the  houses  which  were  so  represented 
during  1957,  under  either  Section  11  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  or 
Section  157  of  the  Housing  Act,  1957. 

Clearance  of  Unfit  Houses.  Table  15,  page  39  shows  the  position 
as  at  31st  December,  1957  of  the  houses  in  Clearance  Areas  which  were 
officially  represented  prior  to  1957  and  Table  16  page  41  shows  those 
houses  which  were  represented  during  1957  for  inclusion  in  Clearance 
Areas. 

Table  17  page  42  shows  houses  owned  by  the  Council  which  were 
represented  as  unfit  during  1957. 

The  original  estimate  of  the  number  of  houses  to  be  dealt  with  in 
the  five  year  programme,  in  accordance  with  Circular  55/54  of  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  was  200  and  of  this  number 
a total  of  128  had  been  represented  by  the  end  of  1957. 

Repairs  to  Property.  Table  19  page  44  gives  details  of  the  work 
of  the  public  health  inspectors  in  this  connection.  Two  hundred  and 
eighty-eight  informal  notices  (including  56  verbal  notices)  were  served 
and  three  statutory  notices  under  Section  39  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1936,  one  under  Section  45  and  two  under  Section  93. 

Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954.  No  certificates  of  disrepair 
were  issued  during  1957  under  Section  26(1)  of  this  Act,  but  13  applica- 
tions were  granted  for  the  revocation  of  such  certificates  after  the 
necessary  works  had  been  completed. 

Rent  Act,  1957 — Certificates  of  Disrepair.  This  Act  came  into 
force  on  6th  July,  1957  and  between  that  date  and  the  end  of  the  year 
52  applications  were  received  for  the  issue  of  Certificates  of  Disrepair 
and  these  were  dealt  with  as  follows  : —

Ice-Cream.  Nine  samples  of  ice-eream  were  taken  from  five  pro- 
ducers or  retailers  in  accordance  with  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955. 
All  the  samples  were  reported  to  be  grade  1 (Satisfactory). 


Meat  and  other  Foods.  There  were  three  licensed  slaughterhouses 
in  use  during  the  year. 

As  noted  in  the  Annual  Report  for  1954,  the  practice  has  continued 
whereby  a number  of  the  butchers  purchase  their  requirements  from 
wholesalers  outside  the  Borough  and  a local  wholesaler,  in  addition  to 
having  a large  number  of  animals  slaughtered  in  the  town,  has  also 
imported  a considerable  quantity  of  meat  from  Eire  which  was  distri- 
buted inside,  but  principally  outside  the  district. 

The  number  of  carcases  examined  was  19,987  (3,601  cattle,  191 
calves,  9,425  pigs  and  6,370  sheep  and  lambs)  compared  with  22,206 
carcases  (3,845  cattle,  231  calves,  11,009  pigs  and  7,121  sheep  and 
lambs)  in  1956. 

Four  hundred  and  seventy  three  visits  were  made  to  slaughter- 
houses and  34  visits  were  made  to  the  Cattle  and  General  Markets. 
Inspection  of  meat  vehicles  operating  in  the  Borough  was  undertaken 
from  time  to  time. 
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Twenty-six  slaughtermen  were  licensed  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Acts,  1933  and  1954.  No 
contraventions  of  these  acts  were  found. 

Mr.  E.  W.  Hudson,  m.r.c.v.s.,  the  local  Veterinary  Inspector  for 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  attends  the  Cattle 
Market  each  week  to  deal  with  any  case  coming  within  the  purview  of 
the  Contagious  Diseases  (Animals)  Acts,  1894-1935. 

As  a result  of  visits  being  made  to  slaughterhouses  it  was  found 
necessary  to  condemn  14  tons,  7 cwts.,  0 qrs.,  3 lbs.  of  meat  and  offals 
as  being  unfit  for  human  consumption.  Other  food  materials  weighing  2 
tons,  12  cwts.,  0 qrs.,  J lb.  were  condemned  as  a result  of  visits  to 
premises  where  food  was  stored,  prepared  or  sold.  Four  hundred  and 
twenty-two  certificates  were  issued  in  respect  of  home  killed  meat  and 
offals  and  in  addition  six  hundred  and  sixty  four  certificates  were  issued 
to  traders  to  enable  them  to  obtain  compensation  is  respect  of  unfit  foods. 

Cysticercus  Bo  vis.  Two  cases  of  cysticercus  bovis  were  detected 
in  the  carcases  examined. 

Disposal  of  condemned  food.  The  arrangement  made  with  mem- 
bers of  the  trade  whereby  all  condemned  carcase  meat  and  offals  is 
received  by  a fat  and  tallow  merchant  in  Bedfordshire  continues  to 
function  satisfactorily. 

Other  condemned  foods  continue  to  be  buried  in  the  Council’s 
refuse  tip,  all  tins  being  punctured  before  burial. 

Bakehouses.  Thirty-three  visits  were  made  to  bakehouses,  which 
were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Fried  Fish  Shops.  Sixteen  visits  were  made  to  these  premises, 
which  were  in  a satisfactory  condition. 
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VI.  PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES 


Table  23,  page  49  shows  the  age  groups  of  the  various  infectious 
diseases  notified  during  the  year. 

Scarlet  Fever.  Thirty  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified.  The 
attack  rate  for  the  Borough  of  Kettering  was  therefore  0.81.  There 
were  no  deaths. 

Pneumonia.  Thirty-eight  cases  of  primary  or  post-influenzal 
pneumonia  were  notified.  The  attack  rate  for  Kettering  was  1.02.  Six- 
teen deaths  were  ascribed  to  pneumonia,  the  figures  for  the  previous 
year  being  26  cases  notified  and  18  deaths  attributed  to  pneumonia  (all 
forms). 

Erysipelas.  Five  cases  were  notified,  giving  a local  attack  rate  of 

0.14. 


Whooping  Cough.  Twenty-four  cases  of  whooping  cough  were 
notified.  The  attack  rate  was  0.65.  There  were  no  deaths. 


Measles.  Five  hundred  and  seventy-seven  notifications  of  measles 
were  received.  The  local  attack  rate  was  15.49.  There  were  no  deaths. 


Meningococcal  Infection.  No  notifications  were  received. 

Enteric  Fever.  No  cases  of  paratyphoid  fever  were  notified. 

Dysentery.  Five  cases  of  Sonne  Dysentery  were  notified.  There 
were  no  deaths. 


Acute  Poliomyelitis.  Two  “paralytic”  cases  were  notified,  both 
were  Kettering  residents. 

Infectious  Hepatitis.  Three  notifications  of  infectious  hepatitis 
were  received,  as  compared  with  four  cases  notified  in  1956. 


Food  Poisoning.  Ten  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified.  Seven 
were  due  to  salmonella  heidelberg  and  three  to  salmonella  typhimurium. 
In  addition  three  cases  of  salmonella  heidelberg  and  one  of  salmonella 
typhimurium  were  found  whilst  investigating  contacts  of  the  notified 
cases. 


Scabies.  No  case  of  scabies  was  treated. 
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Cancer.  The  deaths  from  cancer  show  no  appreciable  change  from 
previous  years,  as  shown  in  Table  24,  page  50. 

Disinfecting  and  Cleansing  Station.  Four  hundred  and  thirty-seven 
articles  of  clothing  and  bedding  were  disinfected,  a decrease  of  13  on 
the  figure  for  1956.  One  hundred  and  eighty-one  articles  were  destroyed 
at  the  request  of  the  owners.  One  hundred  and  thirty-six  rooms  were 
disinfected. 

The  arrangements  made  with  the  Kettering  and  District  Hospital 
Management  Committee  for  the  steam  disinfection  of  bedding  etc.,  to 
be  carried  out  at  St.  Mary’s  Hospital  has  operated  very  satisfactorily 
throughout  the  year. 


ANTI  TOXIN,  ETC. 

Under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  hospital  manage- 
ment committees  are  responsible  for  making  anti-toxin  available  to 
doctors. 

Medical  practitioners  may  obtain  supply  of  calf  lymph,  diphtheria 
prophylactic  and  anti-diphtheria  serum  from  Kettering  General 
Hospital  pathological  laboratory. 

Whooping  cough  vaccine  and  combined  diphtheria  and  pertussis 
prophylactic  is  available  free  to  medical  practitioners  who  may  obtain 
supplies  from  the  County  Health  Department,  Northampton.

It  is  necessary  for  each  child  who  has  been  immunised  in  infancy 
to  receive  a re-inforcing  dose  of  prophylactic  at  the  age  of  4 — 5 years 
and  again  about  the  eighth  birthday.

Kettering,  like  other  authorities,  authenticates  the  doctors’ 
signatures  on  the  certificates  of  inoculation  against  certain  diseases,  for 
persons  travelling  abroad. 
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VII.  TUBERCULOSIS 


The  Oxford  Regional  Hospital  Board,  through  the  Hospital 
Management  Committee  is  responsible  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment 
of  tuberculosis  and  the  Northamptonshire  County  Council  is  responsible 
for  the  prevention  of  tuberculosis. 

Twenty-five  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  three  cases  of 
non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  in  1957.  In  1956  the  figures 
were  21  and  3 respectively.  The  Registrar-General  returns  the  numbers 
of  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  as  : pulmonary  4,  non-pulmonary  Nil.  In 
1956  the  figures  given  by  the  Registrar-General  were  4 and  1. 

Table  25,  on  page  51,  shows  the  age-groups  of  both  the  new  cases 
and  the  deaths. 

There  continues  to  be  very  little  delay  before  notified  cases  are 
admitted  to  a sanatorium. 

Three  houses  were  allocated  to  tuberculous  families  during  the 

year. 

The  Kettering  Tuberculosis  Care  Committee  undertakes  the  care 
and  after-care  of  patients  suffering  from  tuberculosis  and  gives  valuable 
assistance  to  patients  and  their  families,  by  the  provision  of  milk, 
groceries,  etc.,  to  suitable  cases. 

It  is  regretted  that  statistics  relating  to  B.C.G.  vaccination  of 
Kettering  children  are  not  available. 

Mass  Radiography.  The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  carried  out  the 
fifth  survey  of  Kettering  from  13th  May  to  26th  June  and  from  26th 
August  to  17th  September,  1957. 

The  first  part  of  the  survey  covered  firms  and  schools,  whilst  the 
second  part  was  devoted  to  the  examination  of  members  of  the  general 
public,  to  whom  a personal  appeal  was  made  by  your  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  in  the  form  of  a letter  which  was  delivered  to  every  house  in  the 
town  by  voluntary  workers  of  the  Kettering  Tuberculosis  Care 
Committee. 

The  total  number  of  examinations  carried  out  was  14,896,  which 
is  779  more  than  on  the  last  survey  in  1954.  The  percentage  of  response 
from  firms  was  78%  as  compared  with  72%  in  the  last  survey  and  the 
response  from  school  children  (13+  years)  was  99%  an  increase  of  1%. 

The  number  of  cases  of  active  pulmonary  tuberculosis  requiring 
immediate  treatment  was  12  (5  male  7 female)  compared  with  20  (13 
male  and  7 female)  in  1954. 

The  detailed  report  of  the  findings  of  the  survey  is  included  as 
Table  26,  page  52. 
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VIII.  WELFARE 


National  Assistance  Act,  1947,  Section  47,  Persons  in  need  of 
Care  and  Attention.  Several  visits  were  paid  to  persons  who  came  under 
notice  during  the  year  but  it  was  not  necessary  to  take  any  action  under 
this  Section  of  the  Act. 

Welfare  of  the  aged.  The  work  of  the  Kettering  Old  People’s 
Welfare  Association  is  described  by  their  Honorary  Secretary,  Mrs.  D. 
Stirling  as  follows  : — 

“The  Association  was  hampered  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  in  its 
work  through  lack  of  funds  and  helpers.  In  April  a coal  distribution  of 
10/-  per  person  was  made  to  50  old  people,  the  money  coming  from  the 
Stockbum  Memorial  Trust. 

During  the  summer  an  advertisement  in  the  local  press  brought  a 
few  new  helpers  and  it  was  decided  to  restart  the  Chiropody  Service  on 
a limited  scale.  Each  old  person  applying  for  help  must  now  have  the 
signature  of  a doctor  or  district  nurse  on  their  card  before  treatment  is 
granted  and  the  treatments  are  limited  to  4 in  a year  for  one  person. 

In  November  a House-to-House  collection  was  made  and  brought 
in  £196.  Arrangements  are  being  made  to  distribute  tea  and  biscuits  to 
about  400  old  people  with  part  of  this  money  and  to  make  a further 
allocation  of  coal  to  about  65  old  people. 

Throughout  the  year  many  old  people  have  been  visited  regularly 
by  our  helpers  and  they  have  been  assisted  in  various  ways.  xMuch  of  the 
work  of  the  Association  is  unspectacular,  but  I believe  much  comfort 
and  help  is  being  given  in  a quiet  way.” 

The  three  Darby  and  Joan  Clubs  organised  under  the  auspices  of 
the  W.V.S.  continue  to  prove  very  popular,  the  total  number  of  mem- 
bers being  approximately  465.  Each  club  meets  once  a week  for  a social 
afternoon.  Holidays,  outings  and  other  social  activities  are  arranged  for 
the  members. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1947,  Section  50.  Disposal  of  the  Dead. 

No-one  was  buried  by  the  local  authority  under  this  scheme  during  the 
year. 
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IX.  MISCELLANEOUS 


Examination  of  Employees.  Nine  males  and  eight  females  were 
medically  examined  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  all  but  one 
female  were  considered  fit  for  employment  in  the  Council’s  service. 

Cremation.  One  thousand  and  fourteen  cremations  were  carried 
out  during  the  year  at  the  Kettering  Crematorium,  and  of  this  number 
247  were  Kettering  residents. 

On  four  occasions  it  was  necessary  for  the  Medical  Referee  to 
enlist  the  services  of  the  Pathologist  appointed  by  the  Council  in 
pursuance  of  the  Cremation  Regulations,  1930.
